In response to questions of Councillor D. Lane, Mr. Scott advised that 
Tepresentatives of the Tennis Club are present (Messrs. Bob Brown and Les 
Crisp). He confirmed that the Club will be responsible for all costs 
associated with the proposal, but more details will be available when a 
Licence Agreement has been negotiated. 


Mr. Scott indicated that initially 3 of the 6 courts at this location will be 
covered; however, it may be that the other 3 will be included in the future. 


Councillor T. Southorn applauded the initiative of the Applewood Tennis Club 
and advised that there is an active tennis club in his area which will be most 
Interested in this project. 


With respect to parking, Mr. Scott indicated that there is a school adjacent to 
the site of the tennis courts; however, there Is some on-street parking. 
Councillor Southorn expressed the hope that this would be addressed through 
the public meeting process. 


Councillor M. Prentice advised that the staff recommendation is for 
endorsement of the proposal and that there are many details yet ‘to be 
resolved. The Applewood Club has been active in the community for some 15 
years and they are a successful and responsible group. Her concern is that 
the public and the community are involved so that there is no concern with 
respect to the bubble.

Achieving a balance between employment opportunities and the skills of the 
labour force Is a goal of the Official Plan. An annual survey Is conducted to 
monitor the extent to which it is being achieved, and updates the employment 
base established in 1980. 


In summary: 


Total employment increased from 201,461 in 1985 to 222,223 in 1986. 
Employment in both the Manufacturing & Wholesaling and the Retail, 
Service and Construction sectors increased. 


The number of employers increased from 10,761 in 1985 to 11,671 in 
1986. Total employers in both the Manufacturing & Wholesaling and the 
Retail, Service and Construction sectors increased. 


The Manufacturing & Wholesaling sector accounted for 45.4% of the 
total employees while the Retail, Service and Construction sector 
accounted for 54.6%. 


The Manufacturing & Wholesaling sector accounted for 36.5% of all 
employers while the Retail, Service and Construction sector accounted 
for 63.5%. 


The highest concentration of employment was found in the West Malton 
District with a total of 34,273 employees. 


The majority of employers tend to Operate small-sized establishments, 


with two thirds (66.9%) employing 9 or fewer workers and 0.2% 
employing 500 or more workers. 


The West Malton Planning District experienced the greatest increase of 
employment from 1985 to 1986, at 24.4%. 


The total employment in 1986 exceeded the resident labour force found 
in the City. 


“The labour force participation rate was calculated to be 72.6%. 


“Labour force includes all persons in the City, 15 years of age or over, who 
were employed or unemployed. Labour force participation rate is calculated 
by dividing labour force by all persons 15 years of age or over.

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The report outlines the previously approved site plan and proposed revisions 
and concludes that the revisions will result in a project of acceptable quality 
in terms of site design, from a planning standpoint. The site plan revisions 
should be approved and the applicant should submit final drawings for final 
site plan approval. As regards parking, the proposed 494 spaces would satisfy 
the requirement for the office building.

Mr. Edmunds responded to further questions of Councillor Prentice with 
respect to parking, advising that development in the City Core area will 
occur in phases. At grade parking will be seen in the first stages and as the 
full potential of a site is recognized, parking will be underground or In a 
structure. 


The Councillor suggested the landowners should be encouraged to develop 
with underground parking now so that the municipality does not find itself in 
8 position similar to the City of Toronto where there does not appear to be 
sufficient parking. She is concerned that the municipality not be forced into 
@ situation that cannot be remedied in the future. 


Mr. Edmunds assured that nothing is being done that would preclude the next 
stage of development. He noted that parking standards in Mississauga 
recognize a suburban character; if the desire is to stop cars in the City Core 
it may be that parking standards will be revised. 


Mr. Morris Smith, Hammerson Canada Inc, replied to a question of Councillor 
H. Kennedy that the hotel component of the subject lands was deleted in 
November 1987; however, that does not mean there there will never bea 
hotel on this site which is designed to accommodate that use. 


Councillor T. Southorn requested that Mr. Smith explain the delay between 
the time they became aware that the hotel was not to be built on this 
property, and the municipal staff were notified.

Councillor Prentice advised that she cannot support Councillor Taylor's 
motion; however, she expressed her disappointment that the applicant had 
proceeded in a manner which has resulted he problems related to this 
site. She advised that she believes that the in land use Is sufficient to 
warrant site plan changes. If the motion before the chair loses, she is 
Prepared to move that the staff recommendation be adopted. 


Councillor Southorn advised that he feels the deletion of the hotel component 
is sufficient to require revisions to the site plan; however, it had been his 
hope that there would be an apology from Hammerson for thelr actions which 

in these discussions. He sees no benefit in requiring that the 

plan be complied with in that the applicant would take the 
matter to the Ontario Municipal Board which would serve only to result in 
delays. He wished to make it clear that the municipality will not tolerate 
contraventions to site plans.
